Suspected Documents: Often Proved 
False by Paper.and Ink Used 

The expert in handwriting ‘is ‘gener- 
ally given the. chief honor in the de- 
tection of forgery, but ~ a¢tually the 
skill of this expert is applicable in a 
few cases only, and even in these his 
evidencé 1s unteliable outside certain 
narrow limits, writes R. C. Nicholls 
in an English paper. 

The skill of the chemist, on the 
other hand, is capable of far wider ap- 
plication, and his evidence is definite- 
ly reliable, being the result of reason- 
ing based on scientific facts. 

When a suspected document. is _al- 
leged to be old, the composition of the 
paper sometimes offers very complete 
evidence of forgery. For instance, it 
is obvious that a document is forged 
when it is written on paper made from 
wood pulp and yet bears a date long 
before pulp was used for making paper.
